Ottawa, May 22—The attorney gen- 
erals of Ontario and Quebec have a 
number of cases before them, which 
were investigated and submitted by 
the Board of Railway Commisisoners, 
and wherever negligence has been 
shown in the case of any railway, ac- 
counts of these have been reported to 
the attorney generals of the prvinces 
with the request that the party or 
parties be prosecuted, Conductor 
Thompson, of Guelph, was the first 
case prosecuted in Ontario, Another 
case has been prosecuted in Quebec. 
There are othe reases in which no ac- 
tion has yet been taken. 

Where the cases have been submit-

that the crown attorneys were fs a 
rule entirely too lax in neglecting to 
formulate and prosecute charges of 
manslaughter against those respons- 
ible for fatalities.

LACE-MAKER TO THE QUEEN. 


Down in Toronto there lives “a do- 


lightful young old lady. born = two 
years before Queen Victoria,” who 
was recently interviewed by Jane 


Wells Fraser, the Editor of Kast and 
West. 

To Miss Fraser’s sympathetic per- 
sonality the little old lady yielded up 
her best reininiscences of the daya 
when Victoria was a radiant young 
girl, preparing for a bridal which waa 
to have the peasant’s dower of real 
love to hallow its pomp. 

The old lady was a native of Dev- 
onshire, & name suggestive of idyllic 
beauty a tustic happiness. 

Betore Queen Victoria's time, the in- 
terviewer was told. there had come a 
great depression upon the Devonshire 
women’s trade of lace making. Gro- 
tesque and ugly patterns were being 
used, and there was little sale. Queen 
Adelaide had done something for the 
workers by introducing patterns copied 
from nature, chiefly from the lovely 
flowers and leaves, the birds and but- 
terflies, all about them. To this day 
favorite patterns are the patriotic rose, 
thistle and shamrock. 

Permanent success waa, however, 
not assured to the Devonshire lace 
trade until the welcome news came 
that for the much-loved young 
Queen’s trousseau, only English lace 
| was to be used, and, above all, that 
the wedding robe itself was to be of 
| English Honiton, and to come from 
the hands of the Devonshire workers, 
chiefly in the villages about Beer, the 
fishing village where the best 
Honiton in England is made, 

Buyers were sent out by Miss Jane | 
Bidney, who had the work in charge, 
and week by week these gathered up 
from the various schools and shops 
the choicest sprigs of lace, for Honi- 
ton lace is all made in separate 
Sprays, which are afterwards connee,* 
ed by pillow work, to form the lace 
in the pattern. required. . One ogreat 
boon to the poor lace workers was 
that the Queen’s contractor paid 
ready money for the lace, instead of 
following the “truck system,” by 
which trade in grocery and. dry 
goods was usually the only payment 
obtainable for the exquisite, fairy- 
like sprays. . 80 enormous was the 
amount of lace gathered by the 
Queen’s buyers that sometimes. there 
would be a half peck gathered from 
one district alone. The best of the 
lace bought was finally made up into} 
the magnificent royal bridal robe— 
the cost of which one writer estimates 
at $5,000. 

The old Devonshire lady was a 
lace maker in her early days, and she 
naturally recalls these facts very 
clearly, 4 

“Twelve months’ notice was given 
us, but it was none too much,” said 
the veteran lace worker to Miss 
Fraser, “‘for, in those days, there were 
no gored skirts; they were fine and 
generous,—the skirts of my young 
days,—and it took no small quantity 
to make them.” 

_By this time the young Devonshire 
girl was already a skilled worked in 

her mother’s shop in Teignmouth, 
and many and many a piece did she 
make for the Queen’s buyer, weaving 
in with it, all the while, golden 
threads of loving loyalty for the 
young bride. Surely the Queen's 
wedding day was the happier for just 
such blessings from many a toiling 
Devonshire. lace -maker. 

Naturally, each one who had woven 
one of the filmy sprigs, felt that she 
had had a special part in the royal 
wedding day, so there were gala 
celebrations in the Devon towns, 

“Three full nights I was never in 
my bed,” said the little lady, as she 
told me of it, and, in spite of her 
ninety years, a merry glimmer shone 
in her eyes,. “The night before I 
helped my sister, who was a milliner, 
make dozens upon dozens of blue and 
white rosettes, which every one would 
be wanting to wear on the morrow, 
for blue was the young Queen's 
favorite color—nothing could be a 
prettier blue than her own eyes, 
though. I wasn’t a bit too sleepy to 
help in the fun and feasting the next 
day, when a bullock was roasted 
whole on the village green, and there 
was high faring for all. Nor to dance

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DOING EFFECTIVE WORK. 
One of the acts that stands most 
to the credit of the Laurier Govern- 
ment is that of creating the Board «f 
Railway Commissioners for Canada.

For a 
long time they had been immune 
from almost any governing authority 
and the belief was abroad that the 
railway companies were all poweriul 
in this country. The appointment of 
a railway commission had been dis- 
cussed and delayed for years until 
the people almost despaired of its ap 
pointment and feared that were it es- 
tablished its powers would be too lim- 
ited to be effective, but the work of 
the commission has been so 
and so practical as to disarm all criti- 
cism, 

If we take but one act of the Com 
mission this year, that of ordering o 
three-cent rate on the railways ir. 
Western Canada, we get some idea of 
the power of the Commission, and the 
acceptance of the rate by the railways 
is significant in showing how the lat- 
ter regard the authority of the Com 
the act that 
created it was made about as broad 
as possible.

NATIONAL TEXT BOOKS. 

A few weeks ago the Mail and Em 
pire in calling attention to the wide 
spread interest aroused by the Imper 
ial conference of education which meet 
in England at the close of this month 
referred with apparent surprise to thi 
activity of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
in educational affairs, and said that 
even these provinces were 
delegates to the conference, 

For the benefit of the Mail and Em- 
pire and for other newspapers in the 
East who still imagine that the West 
is only a synonym for woolly, it may 
be stated that Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan are keenly alive to the interests 
of education and the intellectual en- 
lightenment of their people. To at- 
tain these ends they have enacted leg 
islation and established a working ma 
chinery jor its efficient administra- 
tion. 

In this connection, it may be noted 
that Alberta ond Saskatchewan have 
taken the initiative in a movement 
that has for its goal the publication 
and use of a national series of text 
books for our primary and secondary 
schools, 

The subject is on the program of the 
Educational Conference in London, 
where a reciprocal proposition along 
the lines of uniformity and co-opera- 
tion in school text books will be dis- 
cussed. The representatives of Alber- 
ta and Saskatchewan are expected to 
ive hearty and outspoken support to 
the plan, since the two provincial 
governments have recently completed 
negotiations authorizing the use of the 
same readers in both provinces. 

Manitoba, Ontario and Quebec are 
known to favor the scheme and both 
legislators and  educationists have 
emphatically endorsed it in their pub- 
lie utterances and writings, although 
as yet no governmental action has 
been taken. ;

It would at once cheapen 
the cost of text books and increase 
the field to the publisher. It would be

They were ignorant because the gov- 
ernment begrudged them educational 
facilities; they were impoverished be- 
cause they had to pay exorbitant rents 


to landlords and church tithes to the | 


ministers of a church they did not be- 
lieve in. There were no sanitary con- 
ditions existing to safeguard the 
health of;the people, and many farm- 
houses were lunatic asylums, as there 
were no ‘public places for demented 
people. They were encouraged to be- 
come dronkards that the coffers of 
the government might be kept replen- 
ished by: the excise duty on spirits, 
and theié burdens were go, great and 
their relief so distant: that they na- 
turally took to drink to drown their 
sorrows. . But even then they were 
considered one of the most light-heart- 
ed peoplg in Europe. 
hundred fother conditions that, might 
be mentioned to keep the poor of Ire- 
land in misery did space permit or 
the oceasion call for their recital. In 
the north the Catholic Irish were con- 
tinually gssailed to keep them from 
getting hbid of the land, so that was 
what the Orange institution was first 
principally founded for—to keep them 
from getting hold of the land. 

Within my time the first great grie- 
vance attempted’ to be remedied was 
that of the imposition of tithes, which 
were shifted from the tenants to the 
landlords, who, however, reimposed 
them by increasing the rents when op- 
portunity offered, . . 

The sanitary and domestic affairs 
were nearly as bad, I suppose in Eng- 
land as they were in Ireland, as Brit- 
ish governments in those days were 
neither scientific nor domestic, states- 
men being taken up so much with 
wars and congtests; and being chos- 
en from the landed gentry, who were 
everything before Sir Robert Peel’s 
time, they had no idea of scientific 
government nor of political economy. 

The repeal of the corn laws gave 
Treland a very black eye. English 
legislation had destroyed Ireland’s 
once flourishing manufactures before 
the union, and Ireland, having drop- 
ped to an exclusively agricultural 
state, this ruined ‘her grain-growing 
interests, and the holding of land be- 
tame fess’ profitable. It was a good 
thing for the English working classes, 
but a poor thing for the Irish, who 
were not considered in the transac- 
tion, although Daniel O'Connell, their 
leader, became a free trader, This, I 
suppose, he did to get the support’ of 
the free traders ior the Irish cause. 

The electoral franchise in Ireland 
was then very limited ,and was made 
more 80 by disfranchising “ the forty- 
shilling freeholders ” in exchange for 
Catholic ema@cipation. The Tory 
landlords, \having all their way, were 
able to carry even the most Catholic 
and Liberal constituencies, and for a 
long time no Catholic was eligible for 
pomnborship in Parliament. And it

session, Later in the day the July 
delivery advageed to a point and a 
quarter above the initial figures 
Trading was again of formidable pro- 
portions.and prices fluctuated within 
na shade of two cents. There was # 
big general détand by the more pro- 
minent commission houses. Heavy 
realizing sales kept the market high 
ly excited, and caused rapid fluctua- 
tions in prices, The main features in 
news gossip ofthe day were the con- 
finuous absenée of rain in Kansas, 
and the poor erop in Europe. The 
market closed Sstrong, but consider 
ably under thetop. Minneapolis, Du- 
luth and Chicago reported receipts of 
594 cars, compared with 372 last week 
and 134 a yea® ngo.

Refore leaving Montreal for Quebec 
en route to England, Premier Ruther- 
ford was interviewed by the Montreal 
Herald. The Premier spoke with 
characteristic enthusiasm of the prov 
ince of which he is the executive head 

“Hon. A. C, Rutherford, Premier of 
Alberta,”’ says the Herald, ‘who leit 
by the C. P. R. special Empress train 
for Quebec this morning, en route to 
attend the Imperial Educational Con 
ference in London, remarked at the 
Windsor Hotel that Alberta, swept 
by the soft winds from the Pacific 
Ocean, had suffered but little from the 
severe winter, and how that labor 
troubles at the collieries had been 
settled for the next two years, the new 
province could look forward hopefully 
to continued prosperity. 

“Do you expect much good is likely 
to come from the Imperial Education- 
al Conference, and do you think you 
will learn much there that will be of 
advantage to Alberta?” the Premier 
was asked, 

“T think #hat.a conference of men 
from all parte of the world who have 
had practital experience of education- 
al developments and who know the 
problems that are pressing for solu. 
tion, cannot fail to be productive of 
good, As far as Alberta is corceined 
her educational system is in a forma- 
tive stage and I think it is not un- 
reasonable for us to expect to learn 
something that will be advantageous 
to us. For myself I am look‘ag io: 
fresh ideas and trust that T shall neo* 
look altogether in vain for inspiration 
that may be of service in the formin 
and working out of our edueaticnal 
poliey.” 

“Are you finding as good a market 
as was anticipated in the Orient for 
the ‘winter red,’ for which Alberta 
has achieved renown?” 

“TL think we have every reason to be 
satisfied with the progress we hav 
made, We cannot expect to capture 
the whole of the Far East in a day 
but our red wheat has been found t 
Answer the needs of Japan as no oth 
er wheat has done, I have no doubt we 
shall develop a great market there 

“We are pushing settlement in al) 
directions and when we get the ney 
railway built, ‘a further impetus will 
be given to it. Our virgin wheat field 
will astonish the world. The. prov- 
ince is historically and economically 
only in its infancy, do you know?” 

“What do you think of the pros- 

ects of wheat-growing in the North 
in the Peace River country, for in 
stance?” 

“Well, I don’t think any better evi 
dence of the capabilities of the coun 
try in that respect could be produce: 
than is given by Fort Vermilion—sev 
en bundred miles north of Edmonton 
where there is a considerable agricul 
tural settlement at which wheat and 
Other grain is successfully produced 
From time to time the northern farm 
ers come to Edmonton and tell wen 
derful stories of the climate and © 
the fertility of the soil and of the

views between Hon. Frank Oliver, and 
representatives of the Doiukhobors, 
the first with Peter Verigin, at Win- 
nipeg, October 15, 1906, the second, 
with certain representatives on Feb- 
ruary 2%, 1907; and the third in the 
minister’s office, House of Commons, 
on April 11, 1907, with 8. Reibin, Ver- 
igin; E. Konkin, Buchanan; and F. 
arkoff, Rosthern; C. B. McCraney, 

._ P., being also present, and 
Reiben acting as interpreter. 

At the first interview the following 
flacts were under consideration: 
/About 500 Doukhobors had moved 
{from Prince Albert, (Rosthern), and 
had settied in Swan River in town- 
ship 36, range 31. Thess people had 
established three villages on lands 
which was entered for by Doukhobors 
about two years ago, and had begun 
to cultivate the land. Now there 
were about a thousand more who 
wanted to move to the same settle- 
ment, from the cultivated land ‘on 
which they were living in Prince Al- 
bert. They wished to get permission 
from the government to cancel their 
first homesteads in order that they 
might make their new entries. It was 
stated that the lands entered for 
were in some instances in the names 
of boys who were not seventeen years 
of age. 

Mothers Were Afraid. 

Peter Verigin explained that Paulo 
Planedin, Nicholas Zebroff and him- 
self had been appointed as the agents 
to make entries, and they had sent 
through all the villages to take the 
names and ages of those who wanted 
to live in their settlement, The entries 
were then proceeded with; but when 
inspection cume from Ottawa last fall 
the men sent through al! the homes 
to take ihe names and ages mostly 
asked the mothers of the families. 
These were afraid their sons were 
wanted for soldiers and would have 
to go away; so, instead of giving the 
correct ages, in many cases they stat- 
ed the boys were a great deal young- 
er than they really were, sometimes 
two years and more. Thus, after in- 
spection of the ages, a great many of 


these boys were found to be under! 


seventeen years, though in fact they 
were of the proper age, and in many 
cases a great deal older. The Doukho- 
bors desired the government not to 
cancel these lands, the boys being of

He 
said that in three years the land 
would be ours.” 

Mr. Oliver—No; but after you own 
the land you can do what you wish 
with it. When you came over first 
the Canadian Government expected 
that you would accept the free grant 
that we are giving you, but on the 
conditions given to other people, not 
on other conditions. To make it casy 
for you a.certain tract of land was 
Set apart as a reserve and no person 
else was allowed to take land there. 
but you did not take it. You would 
not make entry for it. Other people 
began to ask, ‘Why are these people 
holding great areas of land under con- 
ditions which we. are not able to ob- 
tain?” So Mr. Sifton said, ‘We must 
get the Doukhobors to make entry,” 
and this letter was written to them 
in order that they might hold their 
land severally and not in ‘common. 
You made entries. Mr. Sifton made | 
the conditions as easy as possible, but | 
you treated those entries as if they 
had not been made, and ag if the land 
were still a reserve. Now the other 
people say, ‘By what right do these 
| people hold this land? This land 
| is not the governments’ land, it is the 
| people’s. If the Doukhobots are not 
going to hold the land in the same 
way we hold it, we want it.. The 
Doukhobors are not using it. The con- | 
dition on which any man may hold 
government land is that he should use 
it. The Doukhobors are not fulfilling 
the conditions. It is not their land. 
We want it.’ There is no way under 
our law by which you can hold that 
land. A man goes on it, and you ex-

Then he arrived 
in Canada and strongly advised them 
to cultivate the lands here. During 
the last three years they had been 
very successful, and had had very 
good crops and the majority of them 
had changed their minds, being satis- 
fied that they could live very well 
here. Mr. Verigin was of the opinion 
that all would decide to get patents 
for thei homesteads. 
No Special trivileges. 

Mr. Oliyer informed Mr. Verigin 
that the Doukhobors were at liberty 
to abandon their homesteads in 
Prince Albert, and that they would 
have to give an abandonment in 
writing. In making new entries for 
lands the government would recog- 
nize no privileges to Doukhobors 
more than to other persons in Can- 
ada. It would be possible for the 
Doukhobors to live in villages, but 
it would not be possible for them to 
get their patents by living villages. 

Mr. Verigin said that as all the 
rest of the Doukhobors were not get- 
ting their patients, so these people who 
live in villages on those townships 
would not expect their patents, but he 
thought they would all get their pat- 
ents before long. 

Mr; Oliver—I am not considering 
the Doukhobor villages which are now 
established upon what were the 
Doukhobor reserves; those villages 
were established long years ago. The 
law rmited villages at that time, 
but the law does not now permit the 
establishment of villages.” 

Mr. Verigin urged that these people 
had the privilege of living in villages 
in Prince Albert, and they thought 
they would have the same privileges 
when they moved to Thunder Hill. 
These were not new immigrants and 
ne thought they should get permis- 
sion. 

Mr, Oliver—‘I have to administer 
the law as it is in the books. The 
law did permit villages, so the Douk- 
hobros had the privilege of villages 
so far as it was given them, and so

In reply, Mr. Oliver pointed out that 
what the government is doing with 
the land of the country is to give it 
in blocks of 160 acres, each to people 
who want to live on and cultivate it. 
After so many years/the Doukhobors 
have not taken their land in that way. 
They have said that they wish to live 
together in villages and _ cultivate 
their land in common and _ hold 
their property. The government 
has no law by which it is able 
to deal with them in that way. At 
the same time the government does 
not wish to interfere with them, either 
in their religious belief or in their 
way of living, or in their way of hold- 
ing property. And so the government 
is quite willing to preserve to the 
Doukhobors.the land that they occu- 
py within their villages and the land 
which they cult@ate with their farms; 
not to ask them to change their way 
of living; not to ask them to take 
any oath of allegiance; or of any- 
thing else. The government is willing 
to leave them just as it finds them at 
the end of seven years that they have 
been in Canada. But, having done 
that, it must then go on and deal with 
the land which is not. occupied and 
cultivated by the Doukhobors, as_ it 
must deal with all other land in the 
country and with all other peaple. 
The government does not attempt to 
interfere with the Doukhobors§ in 
moving from one place to another or 
following their mode of lite after they 
have removed. But when the Douk- 
hobors ask the government to assist 
them in making such removal from 
one place to another to take part with 


| them in changing, their places of; liv- 


ing, and to provide for them in’ one 
place what they see fit to throw away 
in another, the government has no au- 
thority or right to do that and they 
should not ask the government to do | 
that. Mr. Oliver pointed out that the | 
land tha, had been cancelled, not be- | 
ing occupied with houses or cultiva-'| 
tion by the Doukhobors would be 
open until May Ist to free entry by 
Doukhobors living anywhere in any of 
the villages. But having entered it 
in that way they could only hold it by 
complying with the same conditions 
as other settlers, by living upon it 
and cultivating it for their own use. 


Wanted to Move. 


Mr. Konkin explained that what 
was asked was this; That instead of 
the fifteen acres to the person reserv- 
ed in the Rosthern district, these peo- 
ple be allowed to have the same por- 
tion of land which was already re- 
served in Yorkton district. 

Mr. “Oliver replied that the people 
were regarded as having a_ vested 
right in the lands that they are culti- 
vating and occupying in the Rosthern 
district, but they have not any vest- 
ed right in the lands that they ask 
at Yorkon, The government are not 
willing to give them something that 
they have not. 

Mr. Reiben said that Markoff, who 
represents the Rosthern colony, and 
Konkin, who represents Devil's Lake, 
have been told by their people that 
they will really move-to the district 
of Yortkon. 

Mr. Oliver—‘The government will 
make no objection, but will be sorry 
for the Doukhobors to leave the 
houses and improvements that they 
have made.” 

Mr. Reiben—‘The share which they 
have in Yorkton district is worth 


;much more than the cultivation and 


improvements they have at Rosthern; 
and if the government has a pity 
for them we see no reason why they 
are objecting to reserving them fifteen 
acres in the Yorkton district. Be- 
fore the Doukhobors came to Can- 
ada the government of this country 
knew very distinctly the Doukhobors 


\ desired to live in villages and culti- 


vate their land in common, and the 
government agreed to it, and they 
hold the original letters from the gov- 
ernment officials to this effct.” 

Mr. Oliver—I have never seen nor 
do IT know of any such 
ment or any such papers. 
not think that any such exist. There 
was & provision in the law at the time 
the Doukhobors came to Canada, 
which allowed people to live in vil- 
lages, but it did not permit them to 
cultivate their land, and did not ex- 
pect them to hold their property in 
common,” 

Mr. Konkin-—‘‘So far as we know all 
conditions which were promised by 
the government to the Doukhobors 
are changed altogether. We have a 
letter from the Minister of th Interior 
written to the Doukhobors in which 
he explained the conditions” under 
which the Doukhobors were accepted 
in Canada, In this letter he explain- 


}ed very clearly the Doukhobors may 


live in villages if they desire, and in- 
stead of cultivating each homestead 
separately, they can do it in one 
large block near the village.”

Mr. Oliver—‘‘They are being permit- 
ted to live in villages, and they are
